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Report  of  Superintendent  of  Schools 


To  the  Citizens  of  Strafford: 

During  the  past  school  year,  Strafford  held  first, 
second  and  fourth  places  among  the  schools  in  the 
Union  for  attendance,  Austin-Cate  Academy  leading 
with  98.93%.  The  same  elementary  teachers  were 
re-elected.  At  Crown  Point,  however,  Miss  Annie  L. 
Sewall  is  teaching  for  the  time  being.  Teachers  sub- 
stituting for  a  longer  time  than  four  weeks  must  now 
be  regularly  qualified. 

The  Crown  Point  schoolhouse  has  been  painted  and 
electric  lights  installed.  Henceforth  additional  State 
Aid  will  be  available  for  schools  having  such  lights  or 
sanitary  improvements. 

According  to  the  terms  of  the  Municipal  Budget 
Act,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  School  Board  are 
each  represented  on  the  Budget  Committee  by  one 
member.  Mr.  Harry  G.  Parshley  was  designated  by  the 
School  Board  to  act  as  its  representative.  The  school 
authorities  welcome  this  opportunity  for  the  citizens 
to  become  better  acquainted  with  the  financial  struc- 
ture and  working  of  this  phase  of  the  town's  business. 
Since  1919  the  purposes  of  this  act  have  been  carried 
out  in  school  affairs.  In  February  the  School  Board 
prepares  an  estimate  of  amounts  required  for  the  sup- 
port of  schools  and  to  other  statutory  obligations  for 
the  succeeding  year  beginning  July  1.  This  is  the  bud- 
get submitted  to  the  budget  committee  and  to  the 
District  Meeting.  The  estimate  has  to  look  ahead  five 
months,  whereas  the  other  departments  of  the  town 
begin  their  year  immediately.  Therefore,  in  October, 
after  the  exact  expenditures  necessary  are  better 
known,  another  budget  is  drawn  up  in  state  aided  dis- 
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tricts.  This  budget  must  be  approved  by  the  State 
Board  of  Education  and  forms  the  basis  of  state  aid 
for  the  year  following.  Whatever  balance  can  then 
be  anticipated,  due  (for  instance)  to  such  causes  as 
decreased  high  school  tuition,  is  used  on  the  February 
estimate  of  the  following  year  as  "income"  to  be  re- 
appropriated  toward  the  budget  as  a  whole  and  so 
reduce  the  amount  that  must  be  raised  by  taxation. 
The  balance  estimated  to  be  so  used  this  year  to  de- 
crease taxation  is  $800.  This  year  the  School  Board 
has  fortunately  been  able  to  estimate  a  reduction  of 
about  $1,550  (or  19%),  making  the  amount  to  be 
raised  nearly  1-5  less  than  last  year. 

Due  to  improved  roads,  the  School  Board  has 
deemed  it  wise  to  discontinue  the  long  vacation  of 
"mud  time"  and  substitute  the  "seven-week  system" 
generally  in  use  in  larger  communities,  with  a  view  to 
breaking  up  long  terms  by  more  frequent  vacations. 
The  calendar  for  the  rest  of  the  year  will  be  Dec.  30- 
Feb.  21,  Mar.  2-Apr.  17,  Apr.  27-June  10. 

With  federal  co-operation,  an  adult  recreation  pro- 
gram was  carried  on  during  the  summer  by  Miss  Ruth 
E.  Caverly,  consisting  of  orchestra,  swimming  classes 
and  sewing  classes  and  culminating  in  a  public  dem- 
onstration of  swimming  strokes  by  beginners  at  the 
Bow  Lake  Labor  Day  Carnival. 

The  work  of  the  nurse  included  a  dental  clinic, 
carried  on  with  the  help  of  the  Federal  Child  Health 
Recovery  and  the  Red  Cross,  at  which  29  children  were 
treated.
